IN F LU E N Z A L meningitis is a 
cruel disease which, for the mod 
part, attacks babies and young chil­ 
dren. In former years the disease 
was nearly always fatal and even 
in the rare instances where it did 
not kill its victims, it crippled by 
causing extensive damage to the 
brain. 
Today, lf the condition is diag­ 
nosed early, life can be saved. This 
has been made possible by the use 
of new drugs such as the sulfona­ 
mides and streptomycin. 


Early Symptom* 
Unfortunately, the earliest symp­ 
toms of this dread disorder seem 
very innocent so that the child shows 
evidence of nothing more danger­ 
ous than a running nose and sore 
throat, At other times it may he 
preceded by tonsillitis or pneumo­ 
nia. When the meningitis develops, 
there is some disturbance of con­ 
sciousness, ranging from drowsi­ 
ness to stupor, a temperature vary­ 
ing from IOO to 104 degrees, and 
there may he some stiffness of the 
neck, arid convulsions. When the 
fluid from the spinal canal is ex­ 
amined, it is found that there is a 
great increase in the number of 
white blood cells in it, as well as an 
increase in the amount of protein. 
The influenzal germ responsible for 
th# condition is also found in the 
spinal fluid. The influenza bacillus 
or germ is not to be confused with 
the influenza virus. It is the virus 
that causes the ordinary attack of 
“ flu” or “ grippe.” The number of 
white cells in the blood is also in­ 
creased. 
During the early stages of the 
disease, the brain is s**ldom harmed 
to any great extent. After tile sec­ 
ond week, however, more damage 
may occur,

It would appear that streptomy­ 
cin is the most effective treatment 
for thin disease. Of course, the drug 
I is most effective when it is given 
early. Hence, prompt diagnosis is 
important in order that permanent 
brain damage may he warded off. 
There is a rabbit serum which 
also seems to be helpful in this con- 
i dition. 
While some physicians still like 
to give serum and streytomycin by 
J injections into the spinal canal,many 
others have obtained excellent re­ 
sults in the treatment of influenzal 
meningitis by not giving any injec­ 
tions into the spinal canal. These 
doctors inject the streptomycin in­ 
to a muscle, and the serum is given 
by vein. The sulfonamide drug is 
given by mouth if the patient is 
conscious or by vein if he is not. 


Diagnosis Difficult 
Since victims of influenzal men- 
1 ingitis are usually so young as to 
j be unable to describe their symp- 
1 toms, the diagnosis may be difficult 
1 to make. If after a respiratory in- 
1 fertion such things as drowsiness 
and fever develop, or there are other 
I signs of disturbances of the nervous 
! system, the possibility of influenzal 
j meningitis must be kept in mind and 
an examination of the spinal fluid 
; carried out in order to make a defi­ 
nite diagnosis.

For Mound Builders Studies

W A SH IN G TO N , Aug. 31— 
The Smithsonian Institution paid 
tribute today to two Ohioans who 
pioneered 
in the 
study of pre­ 
historic Indian mounds a century 
ego 
The two were Dr. Edwin Ham il­ 
ton. a Chillicothe. Ohio, physician 
who dug into Indian earthworks as 
a hobby during a busy career as a 
country d o c t o r , 
and Ephraim 
George Squier, 
a country news­ 
paper editor 
They wrote a study 
called tile 
“ ancient monuments of the Missis­ 
sippi valley,’’ which the Smithson­ 
ian, in 
a 
statement, t e r m e d 
“ epochal" and “ the cornerstone of 
North American archeology." 
The work was published by the 
institution in 1848. 
This study, the institution said, 
opened up the whole field of in­ 
vestigation of the “ mound build­ 
ers"— the ancestors of the Indians 
found 
in the eastern 
Mississippi 
Valley 
by 
the first 
white ex­ 
plorers. 
Dr. Davis from 1845 to 1847 sur­ 
veyed nearly IOO groups of Indian 
earth works around 
Chillicothe, 
once the state capital. 
Squier, a civil engineer by pro­ 
fession, 
spent most 
of his spare 
time working with Dr. Davis 
on 
excavation of the ancient mounds 


FREEDOM, the colossal Indian sta­ 
tu e atop th e Nation al Cap itol in 
Wash in gton , is ab ou t to get a 
face scru b b in g an d a new paint 
job as rep airs totaling $49,000 
are b ein g mad e to the historic 
stru ctu re.

in the Ross County area. Previous­ 
ly he studied Indian relics in New 
York. Wisconsin and Iowa. 
The mound builders, who once 
lived in the area from the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico, left 
more traces of their work in Ohio 
than in any other state—more than 
10,000 mounds and 2,000 earth en­ 
closures. 
The best 
known 
is 
Serpent 
Mound, 1,300 feet long and in the 
form of a serpent, on an embank­ 
ment near Locust Grove in Adams 
County. 
Built for religious or ceremonial 
worship, it is the largest such mon­ 
ument on the continent. 
A century ago, the Smithsonian 
said, “ there was little realization 
that 
Indian 
history 
stretched 
thousands of years into the past, 
that it was the product of widely 
different peoples, and that there 
had been ebbs and surges of cul­ 
ture similar to those of Europe and 
Asia. 
“ Of all Indian remains the great 
mounds were the most conspicuous 
east of the Mississippi and had ex­ 
cited wide interest, but almost no 
systematic study.” 
Archeological work in the gener­ 
al area is being “ greatly intensifi­ 
ed” now to get. as much informa­ 
tion as possible, the Smithsonian 
said, before flood control and pow­ 
er 
projects cover parts 
of the 
region with water. 
This work is being sponsored by 
I the institution.
